Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
states. 

Claims 1, 2, and 4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Cirillo (3,702,671). Cirillo teaches an insert (Fig. 1) comprising: a frame (11,13,14) 
enclosing at least one chamber (where 12 is inserted) and having a first side (13) with 
an attachment device (20) disposed at the first side; the frame having a second side 
(1 1 .concave portions) with at least one indentation formed therein (between concave 
portions of 1 1) wherein said frame is flexible and elastic (column 2, lines 31-35), at least 
in an area of the second side and a third side (1 1 , straight side edge; see side in Fig. 4) 
which inherently has some rigidity (i.e. even though the plastic is resilient, it still would 
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have some rigidity). Please note: limitations appearing in "for'Vintended use statements 
have been given no weight in the claims. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim 1 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Cirillo. 

As stated above, Cirillo teaches the limitations of claim 1 , including chambers. For 

claim 1 1 . Cirillo fails to teach chambers of different sizes. The examiner takes Official 

notice that having differently sized chambers in an apparatus/insert is well known in the 

art. Therefore, it would have been an obvious design consideration to modify the insert 

of Cirillo by making its chambers differently sized, so that more than one type of article 

could be stored/held therein. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 5-7 and 10 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Claims 9 and 13-16 are allowed. (For claim 13, the prior art fails to teach an 
insert comprising a frame enclosing two chambers and having a first side with an 
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attachment device, a second side with at least one indentation formed therein, and a 
web separating the two chambers from one another. The web is connected to only one 
of the first and second sides. The unconnected end of the web being brought into 
contact with the unconnected side by reversible elastic deformation of the frame.)
